Claim 1: 

an entry in a hidden permanent metadirectory of the destination system to store the data 
set information associated with the extended attribute, the entry having the extended attribute 
associated therewith so that retrieval of the entry from the hidden permanent metadirectory also 
retrieves the extended attribute. 

Claim 17: 

the destination system, in response to the data following header, storing the chunk of data 
as an entry in a hidden permanent metadirectory in a file system of the destination system, the 
entry having the extended attribute associated therewith so that retrieval of the entry from the 
hidden permanent metadirectory also retrieves the extended attribute 

Claims 27 and 38: 

storing in a destination system, in response to receiving the data stream, a current data set 
information with current extended attributes in a permanent hidden metadirectory, transferring 
the data set information to a purgatory metadirectory upon receipt of a changed data set 
information 

Claim 40: 
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storing the data set information associated with the extended attribute as an entry in a 
hidden permanent metadirectory with identifiers that are the same as identifiers for the data set 
information in a file system of the destination system, the entry having the extended attribute 
associated therewith so that retrieval of the entry from the hidden permanent metadirectory also 
retrieves the extended attribute 

Claim 41: 

storing, by the destination system, the data with the system specific attribute as an entry 
in a hidden permanent metadirectory with the identifiers that are the same as identifiers for the 
data in a file system of the destination system, the entry having the system specific attribute 
associated therewith so that retrieval of the entry from the hidden permanent metadirectory also 
retrieves the system specific attribute 

Claim 44: 

storing in the destination system, in response to receiving the data stream, the chunk of 
data associated with the data following header as an entry in a hidden metadirectory and 
retrieving the chunk of data from the hidden metadirectory so that retrieval of the entry from the 
hidden metadirectory also retrieves the extended attribute 

Claim 58: 

an entry in a hidden metadirectory in the destination system to store, in response to 
receiving the data stream, the chunk of data associated with the data following header: retrieving 
the chunk of data from the hidden metadirectory so that retrieval of the entry from the hidden 
metadirectory also retrieves the extended attribute 

Claim 72: 
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storing in the destination system, in response to receiving the data stream, the chunk of 
data associated with the data following header as an entry in a hidden metadirectory: and 
retrieving the chunk of data from the hidden metadirectory so that retrieval of the entry from the 
hidden metadirectory also retrieves the extended attribute
